Pront, tho Gruppo underwent frequent internal re-organisation, 

„ : especially in tho last year of its existence when tho changes 
.were. so frequent and so swooping, an to bo difficult to unravel, 
i Nor in it ' surprising that as its spheres 'Of interest offered so 
few- points of contact v/i.tl 1 the V/es torn Allies except in tho. 

Middle Kant, 1 eomparat.i Vely l;i. t tie was known of tho Gruppo, oven 
at the firvil oo.L.Lapso. What* .Vs now known of -'tho activities of Gruppo 
VI 0 in Eastern Europe and .In the Ear East has been learned only s.tuon 
tho surrender,* and that InforiiV.tUon' is largely confined to the Inter 
years v/ith the result that there are still many gaj>s In our present 
knowledge, which gaps ‘arc not likely to bo filled to ni\y great extent. 
Tho following review of tho* development of Grup])o VI 0 must therefore 
bo road v/ith those res orvut ions in mind.

The Situation at the Outbreak of V/ar. 


The General Position of Amt VI, 


Overriding any particular c otic iclerat ions which nf footed 
the c our so of Amt VI activity in the different territories under rev- 
iew was the general position of the Amt on its creation in 1939. It 
has boon pointed out in the Liquidation Report on Gruppe VI E that 
only in the caso of that Gruppe was there any previous activity on 
the part of the old SD-Hauptamt which lent itself to immediate devel- 
opment in the creation 'of the new Amt, It must over be borne in mind 
that the Au3land3 na chrichtendicnst wa3 a now venture on the part of 
the SD, and prior to the outbreak of war no groundwork had been estab- 
lished in any theatre in Europe or outside it, apart from Eastern and 
especially South-Eastern Europe, The Amt bogan it3 work therefore 
under enormous initial disadvantages, which were in -no way alleviated 
by the attitude of the Abwelir and tho Foreign Office, nor by the weak- 
ness of the first Amtschof, J08T,. An added complication was tho 
shortage of personnel with the necessary background and knowledge of 
foreign countries - a factor of special importance in dealing with 
Gruppe VT 0 in. so far as it doalt with countries such as Japan, Oliinn, 
tho Dutch East Indies, Turkey, Syf.ia,. otc. In approaching the 
question of Amt VI oporations .in such territory therefore, one must 
not look for any preparad plan at the .outbreak of war; • such plans 
simply did not exist. The German principlo of concontrating on ono 
point at a tiipe applied equally well in its intelligence as in its 
military operations, Tho Schwerpunkt in the first yoars of tho war 
was remote from the Far and Middle East, .and it was not until tho 
summer of 19M that Gruppe VI 0 bocar.e important as a result of the 
Russian campaign. Characteristically enough tho main effort of tho 
Gruppe was concentrated then on "Unternehmon Zeppelin",. When that 
effort failed it was too late, to exploit other territory such as Persia 
and Turkey .to remedy tho deficiency.

The original Gruppe VI C which was a small one had a

Tho Gruppe had few x>orsonncl arid bid no Boauf trngtu outside of 
Germany, for reasons which nro noljVovidont, in' vio\V of tho territory 
alloted to it. Little is known of its activities at this early 
otago, but’ it is not difficult to appreciate tho situation with 
which, tho Gruppe was faced. It is to bo noted that Turkey and 
tho Near East did not como under the control of tho Gruppe but were 
dealt with at tbit time by Gruppe VI D. (Sou Appendix I) 

5* Uoforat VI 0 1 and Russia , 

In Russia tho Foreign Office under Ribbon trap had just 
brought off ita greatest triumph in tho signing of tho non-aggroonion 
paot which had temporarily removed tho throat from tho East and allowed 
the Army to concentrate on Poland, Ideologically speaking, however, 
tho two countries wore- still diametrically opposed, and the situation 
was generally dolicate onough for tho Foreign Office to take a strong 
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lino against any attempt by the new and much scorned Amt VI to 
indulge in any activity which might Jeopardise an uneasy truce.

Russian security moan urea made it virtually impossible for JOST 
to introduce any representative;! into the country under any cover, 
apart from diplomatic, which could only have, boon obtained with 
Foreign Office approval, and in that connection it is safe to nay 
that it would .have boon easier for JOST to pass a camel through the 
oyc of a noodle. Amt VI thcroforo had no direct lines into Russia 
itself, an achievement it shared with the Abwclir at the time, as at 
a mooting between tho SD and Abwehr representatives held at Prague 
in early 1940, it was stated that not one single source of information 
. was available to tho GIS in Russia itself. It should bo noted 
however that before, and after the creation of the RSIiA, tho .Gestapeamt 
had been active in its security functions against tho USSR. 

33nrly Amt VI work against Russia wan therefore conducted 
entirely from outside tho country, and in tho original organisation 
of Amt VI was not directly controlled by Gruppo VT. 0. [t. ha a been 

explained in tho Li^uidat-i on Report on Gruppo VI A that under tint 
Gruppo in tho period 1939-40 wore the Uenuftrngto oontiavU ing, tho Anl:

The function of these Referonten was the collection of 
information regarding Russia from tho interrogation of travellers and 
merchant seamen passing between the two countries;- their report's were 
sent to Ant VI with copies to SALISCH at Blomberg, Tho Refcrenten 
maintained closo liaison between themselves and held regular conferences 
at Blomberg under SALI SCI \ This activity continued until September 
9-4-0 when SALISCH was relieved of his position. (SALISCII later became 
Polizei Praesident in Blomberg and was shot by the Germans in February 
1945 as a result of his desire to surrender Blomberg to tho Russians), 
and thereafter the Reforcnton acted independently and more positive Jr 
by attempting to establish their own contacts w ith suitable personal- 
ities in commercial, industrial, and scientific circles. It need 
hardly bo said of course tbit operations of this typo did not produce 
much intelligence of any value. * 


4. 


Roferat VI C 2 and the Baltic States. 


' " ' ■ *’ Little is known of the work of Ref era t VI C 2; it is 

to bo presumed dyowevor that ' this - Ref erat- based its work on the former 
activity of. th(^plo c kstolle Til sit which had boon created in 1938. 
when.tho first attempts at an Auslandsnachriohtehdienst wore made. 

The Blocks'tolle had. boon under .the command of Stuba^pRiKFE who was 
to bocome ‘Gruppenleitor VI C by 1941 and the mbsVTmporfent figure 
in the history of tho Gruppe. It is tp be noted however that JOST 
did not appoint any Hnuptboauf tragtor to the Baltic States, again no 
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doubt owing to tho influents; of Russia, whoso interest; in tint 
ophero had become most direct after the Polish cai.ipaign and tho 
resulting partition in ft intern Europe. The exooption v/as the 
posting of Ilastuf SCHOENEIIEGK to Finland, later to bo replaced by 
Stubaf BROHS. Finland ha/over eventually passed to Gruppe VI D as 
a Scandinavian country, and the activities of BROHS there are don It 
with in the Liquidation Report on that Gruppo.- 

5. Reforat VI C 3 and the Far East . 

Japan, as one of the Tripartite Powers, was in a position 
similar to that of Italy, where tho Fuohroi'sbef ohl prevented any open 
Amt VI activity until the Italian collapse. '.Espionage activities against 
Japan were theroforc not officially encouraged, but even ax>art from that 
major consideration the position of Amt VI as far as the Far .East was 
concerned was one where the normal difficulties .facing the other Laen- 
dergruppen were greatly accentuated. The SD had no x^revious activity 
or even interest in that sphere which Amt VI could develop, while the 
personnel problem itself, was insuperable. If it wa 3 difficult for tho 
much more immediately important Grujipe VI D (VI G at the time under 
review) to find officers with sufficient background knowledge of the 
U.K. and tho U.S ,A, to set about its task with any competence, Gruppe 
VI C‘ had little chance of improving on that state of affairs. Indeed 
it was not until the major reorganisation of the Gruppe in tho summer 
of 1944 that any specialists' in the For East were introduced into the 
* Gruppe. The liaison between tho two Allies was at the best an official 
one, and the rabial and ethnological differences between them was such 
a3 to create a lack of intcroot excet)t in the military sphere. In any 
case the Far East was too remote from Germany for any special effort to 
. •' bo directed in that direction. Information on the Far East, including 
china and the Dutch East Indies, was obtained through official channels 
■ from the Japanese; no Amt VI representatives were sent to that 

theatre, the only RSHA representation being through the appointment in 
•1942 of the polizci Attache, MEISINGER, a Bavarian friend oH Iv^LLER, 
and quito incompetonc from the intelligence point of view. It is 
significant that at this early stage, tho Rcforont for tho For East 
was a moro Untcrscharfuehror , 

6. Changes before tho Summer of 1941 . 

Before tho major change in the Gruppe took place with 
the start of the Russian campaign in Juno 1941, there were several 
changes of a minor diameter, with however only slight significance. » 
VIET INGI IGFF -SCHEEL had boon replaced by Os tubaj^OLLHEnf as Gruppen- 
lei’ter, VOLLHEIM later to be involved in tho. alleged financial scandal 
round JOST, which was to be used for an excuse for the latter* s 
‘ removal from Amt VI by the summer of the year. The Far-Eastern 
Ref e rat had been strengthened by the app.ointmont of Gstuf VflSIRAUCH 
as Rofercnt, Apart from these changoa, the general character of tho 
Gruppo romainod unchanged, though the prcxxirations for tho Russian 
campaign had prompted some intensification of effort against tlu\t 
country, but uuinly through tho Abt. VI Reforat of tho/ ^itnbschnitt 
Wion . which had succeeded in establishing certain c ontaevts with. 

Hungary. and Roumania as bases. The situation however changed entirely 
' in tho summer of 1941. 

B, Developments after the beginning, of' the Russian Campaign 


Reorganisation of the' GrUt 


The turning point ^ © history of Gruppe VI C came 

In the summer of 1941 as a result of several.' independent factors. 

There was of 'course *tho Russian campaign which resulted in a concen- 
tration of effort against that country, and which led to tho creation 
of Unternehmen ZEP PELIN, the most intense and- coordinated effort 
undertaken by any Laondergruppo of Amt VI, The Gruppo for that reason 
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alone bqcame the moat important in the Amt, and tbo degree of 
coordination of work between Amt VI and the' armios in the .field 
reached a .level which van not parallelled in any other theatre of 
war. Tho Unternchmen Zeppelin, which is dealt with in Part II, 
had certain, novel features not mot with els cv/hcrc in the Amt. Almost 
simultaneous with . tho beginning of tho campaign was the virtual 
accession of SCHELLENB1JRG- as Amts chef .with the resultant clearing 
out of JOST's'Old Brigade-, which in Gruppo VI C involved tho dismissal 
of VOLLHEIM and tho appointmont of GRAEFE. A further important 
feature was the assimilation of Turkey and tho Near East from Gruppo 
VI D and Gruppo VI E, while with the rapid occupation of the Baltic 
States, that territory passed over* to the .control of Amt III,, though 
the Gruppo still retained interest. .. .. 

2. . Tho Influence of .GRAEFE ., 

Tho effect of GHAEFE's appointment as Gruppenlciter was 
greater 'than that of SCIELLENBEJIG as Amtschef . GRAEFE had been Loiter . 
of the Blocks telle Tilsit in 1 93®, and was subsequently head of the 
SD-Unternbcchnitt there until 194 - 0 , but it is not clear what his position 
was in Arat VI prior to his appointment as Gruppenlciter VI C, It is 
known that in 1940 ho had been connected with the then Gruppe VI G, 
acting for, a spell as Referent for, tho U.K., and oven as Gruppenlciter 
in place of the incompetent DAUFELDT .soon after SOIEELLENBERG r s arrival. 
His interest howover was in tho. East, and with his appointment as 
Gruppenlciter VI C that interest \vas granted full scope. GRAEFE was 
a man of considerable ability and enterprise and it was. chiefly due. 
to his direction .that the Gruppe developed considerably in the course 
of tho following year, especially in tho Unternehmon Zeppelin. His 
main effort. was directed against Russia,-. and to a lesser extent in the 
Near East as a base, for further, activity against that country* His 
pet plan was the or.eation of a dopen-fralised Gorman, control in tho 
Ukraine,- an enterprise which met with little support, in the Foreign 
Office. , The subsequent development of Gruppe VI C. revolves very, largely 
round tho personality of GRAEFE, ... ,

It will bo noted that VI 0 1 and VI Q 2 wore merged together, while 
GRAEFE 1 a interest in the Ukraine was manifest by tho creation of a 
spocial Rof orat VI C 3 to deal with tint territory. Tho many sub- 
divisions -.in tho Far Eastern territory did not however indicate any 
increased activity in that sphoro, as is ovidonood by tho fact tint 
tho Roforat had a common Reforont. 
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4. The Near East Prior to Gruppe VI C Control , 

(a) The General position at the outbreak of wa r? - ■ 

No special importance had been attached to the 
Near and Middle East as a theatre of espionage activity by Amt VI in 
the early, days of ... tho war, -in spite of the Obvious advantages offered 
-by Turkey as a neutral country from which special efforts oould bo 
directed against the fertile field that tho Arab speaking countries 
offered for espionage and subversion* There was no, subtle reason 
for this lack of interest, and it is not necessary to go any further 
than tho general weakness and -inefficiency of tho Amt as a whole to 
appreciate tho situation, Thcro was no well defined Amt VI policy 
rogarding the Near East and tho difficulties of personnel, training, 
and background must always bo borno in mind. It was not until the 
summer of 1940 that tho Amt mado its first efforts at penetration 
in tho Near and Middlo East, and thoso efforts boro all. .the hall- 
marks of JOST's haphazard and normally futile methods, though omiously 
enough in this thoatre tho developments turned out hotter than Amt VI 
direction of affairs warranted, 

(b) MQYZISOH and DUIALITAKR in Turkey :- 

^XmoYZI.SCII arrived in Ankara an Amt VI ropronouta live 
in Juno 1940, being followed shortly afterwards who took 

up bin appointment at Istanbul, l\y early 194*1 MOYflAOll had suooor.lod 
in establishing h.lmselj' in Uni country with good relations existing, 
botwnun himself and thu V’ nrnigu OlTioo tvp rosun ts U vu there, .in itself 
no mean feat;. Ills mvtivil.ius Itewover were oeufined t;e Turkey .Itself 
on which country, he was Puqutivd to submit regular political reports. 
There had boon no tjuoution of using, the country ns a base of operations 
ug/iinnt the neighbouring Arab countries, For reasons explained. In 
Fart ill, MOY/AITJOIl adopted a polioy of caution in his affairs in Turkey, 
which in tho abwonoo of any precise instructions from LANG LOT II, than 
Referent VI D 4 controlling Turkey, was in 1'aot tho bent policy possible 
in tho oiroimn buncos and. which was to hoar fruit in tho ensuing years, 
DUPL.ITZKU hoWovof had noted more in the nopiunl j’ashion of tho Amt V.i 
Boauftrugto with tho usual results of friction and bad fooling,, 

(o) GAMOTHA and MATH in Persia , . 

Tho circ\unotdnceG “surrounding the recruitment, 
training and despatch oi^AMOTllA am&MAYR to Persia, v/horo they arrivod 
in October 1940, aro dealt with in demo detail in Part IV. as they 
aro characteristic of tho method or lack of method adopted by Amt VI 
in its early work, Little need be said of this early work, for the 
inefficiency of which they had every valid excuse in tho circumstances. 
By tfe© time both SCHELLENBERG- and GRAEFE had taken over their now 
appointments, tho Russian campaign hhd begun, the abortive Arab 
revolt took place soon afterwards, an almost immediate consequence 
of which was the occupation of Syria and later Persia by British and 
Russian troops, an event which took the German colony thore completely 
by surprise, including MAYR and GAMOTHA. As far as Ant VI was 
concerned* tho event brought to an end their rep res captation there, 
and with the main effort of Gruppo VI C now directed towards tho 
Eastern Front, tho fact was. accepted with resignation and without 
any alternative plan, a lack of foresight which hardly mar i tod thtVi 
windfall of MAYR's somewhat drama tie. message through Tokio more 
than a year later. By tho end of 1941 MAYR and GAMOTHA we ro Just 
'missing* as far as Gruppo VI G was concerned, 

(d) Tho Near and Middle East by the end of 1941 * 

On the reorganisation of Gruppe VI C in 1941 
therefore Referat VI .0*12 had a fairly strong outpost in Ankara and 
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a weak one, in 'Istanbul, two ill-trained but enthusiastic agents in Iran 
who were soon.' to disappear, and no plans for . the further ' exploitation 
of the tv/Q countries.. 1 VI 0 13 competent for the Arab countries had 
neither representatives nor plans.' The potential advantage' that Vichy- 
occupied Syria had "offered had disappeared on the occupation <df the 
country by. AllictLForces in June 1941* Efforts wore made however 
under GRAEFE's direction, to improve the situation. • It’.'was planned 
at first .to instruct MOYZISCH to- extend 1 his sphere of ‘interest beyond 
the borders to Turkey, but on the latter* s protests, 'GRAEFE finally - 
3ont PAST to Ankara to oporato undor MOYZISCH, but with tlie specific' ■ 
assignment of using Ankara as a base for penetration into the neigh- 
bouring Arabia countries* 

Thu' other development of note was the nj'poijit’mont 
of Hantuf SCIIUHAON nn Ruf m*ont .f or VI 0 12. LUTU1I.V\CK war, ‘subsequently 
to become closely identified. with till further Amt Vl efforts in the 
Near and Middle East,

Notable, however, Vais the despatch of »^.ybaf ^OIFF 
to Istanbul in June 1 9R2 to operate thoro on bolialf of Amt VI in equal 
status with MO YZ ISC! I in Ailcara. MOW? was an Amt- IV officer and had con- 
siderable experience- in tint Ant; his assignment, reflected the development 
, of Amt. VI. policy in Turkey as apart from the Normal Amt VI functions he was 
, in^ibr.uc^ed to niaJce special efforts to Establish close working relations

4*. Tho Crisis in late 1942. 

' Tho crisis of tho w&r for Germany was in the La to . Autumn 
of 1942 with tho failure to take Stalingrad and the success of the 
Allied counter attack at El. Alamein, That crisis affected Gruppe VI C 
in a most immediate sonso, as both those theatres wore under the control 
of tho Gruppe, and the Gruppo, like tho German High Command, had virtually 
staked everything on tho success of these military operations* The 
failure found tho Gruppe forced to improvise whero improvisation should 
not have boon necessary. The neglect of the Near East in 1939-42 was \ 
to toll in 1943. Of the Far East it noed only be said that it continued 
to play its unimportant role. 

MAYR 1 s Bolt from tho Blue. 


A ray of hope in tho critical closing months of 1942 came from 
Tokio, whence arrived by a most cirouitous route in August 1 942 th6 message 
from MAYR,i-£lo^t 1 in Persia since 1941, informing tho Gruppe that both he 
an^fecHULZE^ v the former I-Luf t representative in Persia, had been actively 
engaged in preparing tho ground in that country for further exploitation 
provided speedy help was forthcoming. The importance of this independent 
activity of MAYR and SCHULZE in Iran cannot be minimised when it is exam- 
ined in- the light of tho goneral war situation in August 1942. The 
Gorman armies were fighting in tho foothills' of the Caucasus and at tho gates 
of Egypt* Had cither army been able to break through, all the elemonts 
which precipitated tho rapid fall of Norway, France and tho Low Countries 
in 1940 v/oro operative in Iran, tho vital link bo two on Russia and tho 
Wostern Allies. Tho success of tho Fifth Column prepared by MAYR in tho 
north and SCIIULZE in the south doponded either on tho success of tho 
military operations or on speedy help by parachute operations. As events 
turned out, tho autumn of 1942 saw tho turning point in tho military 
aphoro which was not balanced by off native action by either Amt VI or the 
Abwohr in Iran. No vor tho loan, MAYR f a message offered an opportunity, and 
1943 saw tho attempt to take advantage of it.,* 

6 . Development s In I 943 . 

(a) 1943 S'*' w Wio oinphnnin on VI 0(h) lessened, and the 

efforts to find alternative scope in the Near and Middle East, In June 
1943 MANDL sunt two agonts to Syria through Lionets telle 3000 with tho 
vaguo mission of carrying out sabotage and mural subversive activities, 
a mission which failed completely. In tho following month, SVEDKCIVIOZ, 
a Polo, was cent from tho same source to tho Middle East with instructions 
to pa33 him3olf off a3 a Polish refugee with a view to being recruited into 
tho Polish forces in that theatre, thereafter to carry out subversive 
propaganda - a mission which, met tho same fate as tho first, , Soon after- 
wards VI F/0 ceasod to oxist, and tho subordinate .formations, Dicnstatellen 
2000 and }000, cam© under tho control of Gruppo VI E, • with' tho subsidiary 
assignment of acting as springboards on bohalf of Gruppo VI C for' the 
despatch of agonts to tho Middle East. It was undor this modified organis- 
ation that the famous HERZ, who Imd boen recruited by MANDL for Amt VX in 
May 1943, was eventually despatched to Syria in Ootobor of tho same year

with allowed last ruction;'; to’ organise sabotage activities in Iraq and 
Iran, although thu exact purpose of the mission still remains doubtful, 
for which ache mo ho was, to recruit Polos already in thu Middle, East* 

MJURZ was given M0YZI3CJI in Ankara as an advance base and collaborator . 
This- mission too was a failure, and a costly ono,, as it was tlirough the 
interrogation of MERE tliat much valuable information vas obtained for the 
first time on the structure, personalities and activities of Gruppe VI C, 


(b) Attempts to exploit the situ ation in Iran : 

• ■ • i 

The critical sphere in the Middle East was however in 
Iran where much depended on the attempts to take advantage of the situation 
offered to the Amt by MAYR and SCHULZE. There one immediate danger from 
the . Allied point of view had been removed by the capture of some of MAYIVs 
documents by the security authorities, which documents liad had the inestimable 
value of allowing the Allied authorities to know the enemy with whom they had 
to contend. Nevertheless the situation was still dangerous, and was in the 
evont rendered less dangerous- by the incorrect interpretation of the situation 
on the part of both Gruppe VI C and the Abwehr. The cooperation that had 
existed between the SD and the Abwehr in Persia had forced a corresponding 
degree of cooperation on the part of the same authorities in Berlin, and 
the operations carried out to exploit the situation were, joint efforts. 

In this case however union was far from being strength, as the traditional 
rivalry could not be overcome. In addition, the situation lent itself to 
political exploitation, a fact which MAYR did not fail to stress, but which 
•was not appreciated. To Amt VI, Iran was a supply lino to Russia and that 
• supply line called for sabotage. The failure to explp^ Iran lay primarily 
in the divergence of - view between MAYR and Gruppo Vl^,^and^tATR7 - the man 
on the spot, was best qualified to know. In the event, th o. FRANZ expedition, 

' which landed in Persia in April. 1943, was a sabotage mission, as was the 
• ■ ANTON. expedition , in the south in July. Y/hilo MAYR v/uc successful in 

nvotTIfying tho purpose cxT tho 1 FRANZ expedition to suit his interpretation of 
tho situation; he failed to impress the ambitious and impetuous FdJRMIS, 
loader of the ANTON expedition in the South. ,Tho situation in-.Iran as a 
result of thoso conflicting interests rapidly deteriorated, a. further. con- 
tributing factor being the .changing war situation which was now going against 
Germany, the offect of which on the potential Fifth Colujnn constituted by 
tribes can bo imagined. A Fifth Column thrives only on tho certainty cf 
success, and the attitude of tho tribes cooled appreciably, which was evident 
by tho fact that SCHULZE and the KURMIS group spent tho f allowing winter 
under virtual arrest in tho tribes they had intended to exploit. In the 
■North tho situation collapsed completely with the arrest of MAYR himself 
in August 1943. 

’ ( c ) The Situation by tho end of 1943 » r 

By tho end of the year tho writing wan already on tho 
wall, VI 0 (Z) wan meeting, with ine.ivnu.iug cliff ioultioa with the continued 
succors of the Russian oaunMir-attae.k., ■ the opportunity offered in Persia hul 
not boon so’inad, arid while efforts wore u<w being made in tho course of 1943 
to exploit tho Grand Mufti group, members of which wore undergoing training, 
in Gi/x'many, ‘thoMo efforts could not produce any results until 1944, when tho . 
situation had nlroAdy 1 irretrievably deteriorated. Tho Mufti enterprises 
themselves had developed too late to be effective, arid oven there the real 
driving foroo had not conic from tho -Amt itself but from the efforts of 
LORCH of Gruppo VI G and his nophuw W INLAND, loader of the ATLAS expedition 
in 1944. Arab activity in 1943 centred round HUJI5SNER aluf JvOllLJLUS, 
both of whom had had previous experience in handling' Arabs in their activity 
v/ith tho Einsntzkommando Tunis. in late 1942 and early 1943. 

There was however ono important exception to this general 
stato of affairs in ’the CICERO material, which by tho end of tho yoar was 
becoming- available from Ankara.' This source was unquestionably the most 
important 'in tho history of Amt VI and represented tho greatest single 
* scoop r . But evon than it was not as fully exploited as it should have been.

2, Creation of Ref ora t VI 0 14, /v y 

In the course of 1943 Hastiif GAMOTHA, tlfo^vpivnenta live who 
hid been neat to Iran in 1940 and who had escaped after the occupation of 
the country in August 1941 by Allied forces, returned to Germany in a bln so 
of publicity and glory as a result of his adventures in making good his 
escape. Rocognisod as. an hauthority 1 on Iran, ho was given the assignment 
of preparing an operation to that country to bo -known as tho B orina 1 , 
oxpedition an enterprise whioh did not materialise, probably 'boon use GAMOTHA 
had no intention of returning to the country. In January 1944 however 
GAMOTHA was appointed Referent of tho new Ref or at VI C 14, competent for 
Iran, a Referat which concentrated it3 efforts in the course of tho year 
^n tho formation within Germany of a Quisling Iranian government, an enter- 
jjjrise whioh eventually led to the .arrest, of GAMOTHA himself, in October 1944 
a3 a result of tho inevitable Jealousies between all parties concerned in. 
the affair, including SCHUBACK, . who opposed GAMOTHA' s nominee for tho 
position of Primo Minister in the now government. Tho Referat was not 
responsible' for any mission to Iran, 

3. Operations in the Near East , 

By -the summer of 1 9^4 tho of forts of MEISSNER and KQLIlAAS 
during tho previous year began to talco concrete form. KOllLllAAS wan 
stationed in Athona noting thoru as the forwarding agency for agents aunt 
to the country from B13I83NER in Berlin. In' July 1944 LETAY vmn sent to 
Syria to ootablish himself there and await further instructions 
from VI 0, instructions whioh did not roach ’him an he was arrusted 
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immediately on arrival. An effort was made to strengthen the chain 
between Berlin, Athens and the Middle East by the establishing of a 
further link in Istanbul in t;ho person of the Greek ENLYNIOSL, wluv.o 
function was to act as liaison officer between KOlIXJL’iAS and missions 
. sent by the latter to the Middle East through Turkey, EMANUEL mot 
the same fate ns LETAY. In September 19AA the CHACUN group including 
one Arab of the Mufti organisation was despatched to Syria only to 
join LETAY in captivity* 

, The story of failure in those Near East enterprises was 
continued in the AT IAS expedition, which, after much preparation under 
VI C, Y/I.GLAND and MUFTI, much wrangling between the MUFTI and VI 0 
.as to who should be in charge of the expedition on landing, and many 
technical difficulties in equipping and despatching tho mission, was 
finally despatched on the $t}\ October 19AA to Palestine, enjoyiru^ 

olovon days' liberty before being arrested by the Allied authorities. - 

Tho MUFTI proved to bo n costly failure. Tho only other operation to 
Arab territory involving the use of Ivin followers war. the TEIV^AR 
expedition which landed in Iraq in November 1%A. Thin oju'Y'alloiT 
consisted of four Arabs without any German in charge, the Arabs, being 
members of the MUFTI groups which had undergone training, at the Hague 
sabotage school the previous year. Tho enterprise had boon directed 
by tho MUFTI himself and not by VT 0, though of course the latter were, 
av/aro of its nature. The group was provided with Y//T, and had the 
mission of organic ing anmi) bauds, to attack Juv/a and Juw.isli intern s, Is 
in Iraq and Palestine, Two uf Du; party were arias; bed a few hours after 
landing. 


With the failure of the Atlas expedition, VI 0 activity .in 
tho Noar and Middle Kant came to an end apart from tho lone mission of » 

JJJjJQS, who had been trained from July 19AA by KOllLItAAS and arrived in ■ 

Turkby in February 1 9A5 to be detained immediately on arrival. The nature i 
of hi3 mission remains obscure, but in any case the enterprise was a failure. 

A. He organisation of tho Gruppc 

The Gruppc no.; underwent a major reorganisation in September 
19AA. Tho Gruppc was reduced to four Abtcilungen, each with its own

The development of interest was the increased attention now 
paid to tho For East, as it was now apparent that information on that 
thoatro was badly lacking and the attitude? towards tho Japanese themselves 
v/as now hardoning, oven in official circles. Specialists v/ith the necessary 
background were now introduced into tho Abteilung and plans made for the 
despatch of agents to tho Far East, but again the change came at too la to 
a date to be effective. 1 The subsequent development of Abteilung VI C A 
is dealt with in Part IV. 

The subsequent changes in Gruppe VI C have no other signif- 
icance than to indicate the growing confusion on all fronts, but especially 
in the East. In November tho whole Gruppe was instructed to concentrate 
on Russia only, only small sections being loft in Abteilungen VI C 3 and A.

Tho whole weight of the subsequent efforts of Gruppo VI C 
became contred di on enterprise known as Hln torn ohmon Zeppelin 1 :

It operated prii»r~ 
arily as a self- con tain od field unit working in clone co-eporutien 
with tho armies in tho field, GRARFE as Grupponloitor took of course 
a very direct interest in the development of tho Untornohmon but his 
personal inter os t did not prevent his encouraging a high dearer. ^ 
decentralisation from Berlin, A vary small directing stof p 
maintained in Berlin under GRARFE, tho main work is trr 
recruitment being carried out from tho camps sot up urn or the 
H aup tko.nmun dos in the fiold. 

In addition to tho in deu evident status of tho nou organisation , 
tho other most noteworthy feature was the high dogroo of concentration . 

Tho schomo v/as directed to’./ards obtaining economic and' political 
information regarding Russia, from all uossiblo sources, though mainly 
through the exploitation of Prisoners of “/or. Tho information thus 
obtainod ’./as to be handled by specialists on those subjects, a principle 
which entailed a high degree of collaboration with other institutions, 
mainly tho Rose arch Institutes on Russia' which operated overtly before 
tho war. A result of this was that Gruppo VI G undor KRALIRRT co-on orated 
moro closely with Gruppo VI C than with any other Laendergruono . It 
is not surprising thoroforo to find that during the period of its most 
offoctivo work, tho obtaining; of information, its evaluation, and 
collation with Other information available reached a higher standard 
in Untornohmon Zoppolin th<\n in any other Orupno, 

Tho weakness of the system lay in its close dcpondonco on 
military dovolopmonts i when tho Gorman armios bog*n thoir retreats, 
tho effectiveness of Untornohmon Zeppelin was corrosondingly greatly 
.docroasod. 

6. Methods of Untornoh r ^’ n Zopoalin 

Tho basis method omployed by Untornohmon Zonoolin :n its task 
of obtaining all manner of inf mention oonaorning Russia \an :i.n the 
handling of Prisoners of V/ar. Tho FV camps provided not only agent 
material but other necessary information for tho training raid briefing 
of agents - equipment, identity papers, local conditions, etc. Tho

7 • Or/ca n isation of Untornohmon Zoppolin 

Both tho internal and external organisation of Untornohmon 
Zoppolin underwent such violent changes as a result of the ebb and 
flow on tho Eastern Front, that there is little point in indicating 
anything moro than its tread organisational linos. In the early 
stages Untornohmon Zoppolin , acted almost independently of GruoOC VI C, 
being loosely controlled through Eoforat VI C I. By late 1943 y it 
bocamo knovm as VI C/Z having its own internal organisation on tho

Tho main emphasis of tho organisation lay however in its 
external, structure: ■’ho original snail Kor\mp.ndos which had boon 

formed in I:\to 1941 do role nod into a much more complex organisation 
of which tho basic idea -'us that each Army Group operating on tho 
Eastern Front had attached to it a Hnuptki*winndo of Unternohnon 
Zoppolin. There wore normally three, such Ari'iy Groups - Nerd, ^itto 
and Sud, but those groups wore subject to much modification, especially 
in the final stage before the collapse. Tho Hauptkomondos in turn 
controlled a series of Anrsonkomandos , which in their turn might 
control dapondorit Nebonh ■ ,, .»r.andos according to operational noods . 

Each Hauptkompvuidn was i.i.Jf-contfiinod in its operations and training 
pstablishmerits • 

In the summer of 11 V4, VI C/Z disappeared and come under tho

1943* a mod at setting free tho Gorman FWs and inciting tho internees 
in the concentration c-'xmpo to revolt.

never carried into effect owing to suspicion of BEGdANOW himself who 
was eventually sent to a concentration. canip himself. 

ii) ^ Unternohmen UT ll':- 

Unternehnicn ULH was a large-scale sabotage enterprise under- 
taken by Gruppe/VI C in the latter half ’of 1-943: its objective -was to 

lesson the productive power of Russian factories in the Urals area 
by attacking tho electric power circuits supplying tho factories. A 
group of some sixty Russians with the necessary local knowledge was 
formed under the leadership of a Russian refugee from Belgrade, H.astuf.

CONCLUSION 

The .above brief notes. Servo only to give some idea of the 
scope anti comprehensiveness of Unt» rnohmon Zeppelin: there is so far 

little indication of whet measure of success attended Gruppe VT 0 
for the enormous expenditure of time, .training and agents involved ■ 
in the scheme. It can, however, be said that Untoruchmon Zeppelin 
was a far better conceived operational enterprise than ary other under- 
taken by Amt VI, probably owing to the enterprise anti enthusiasm of 
the Gruppcnloitor, GR/dft’R, The Unknnohmen lost much of its effec- 
tiveness after his death, and was unable to stand the strain of the 
Russian advances in 1944- There -re also indications that the 
Russian themselves wore active in c^nnte.r-ospj.onagc work against 
VI C (Z), with what all-round success is unknown, as only isolated 
cases of tho results of their work have been mentioned.

In 1939“40 Turkey and the Near East cane under the control of 
Ref era t VI D 5 under Hastuf HAGEN, Gruppo VI D at that time being 
. responsible for tho 'Sufl-Ost', embracing tho Balkan Staten and Groooo 
as wo 11 as the territory of VI D 3. In thin organisation therefore 
it was obviously the intention that penetration of tho Near East 
should be carried out from Greece, in support of which theory there 
is the fact that MOYZISCH in 1940 was briefed for his mission to Turkey 
by LANGLGTZ, Referent VI D 4- covering Bulgaria and Graeco, Tho 
territory remained under tho .same Gruppo when it was renamed Gruppo VI 
B in 1940-1, In 1941 Turkey, tho Near and Middle East finally passed 

to Gruppo VI C, VI C 12 being competent for Turkey, Iran, and Afghanistan, 
.under Hastuf SCIIUBACK, while VI C 13 dealt with tho Zurab countries under 
Ang, EM. This organisational structure continued until January 1944 when 
tho now Roforat VI C 14 was created under Ilastuf GZl.lOTHZv to deal with Iran. 
Finally in September 1944, Abtoilung VI C 3 became competent for tho whole • 
area under Ilastuf SCIIUBACK. Tho sub-dividions of the Abteilung are so 
far unknown. 

2 , Prominent Pe rs onalities . 

Apart from the Gruppenleiter, Ostubaf GRAEFE (now dead), tho 
most prominent personality concerned with the Near East was Hastuf 
SCIIUBACK, Referent VI C 12 since 1941, and later Loiter Abteilung 
VI C 3* The other VI C officers closely identified with the preparation 
and despatch of missions wore Stubaf BEISSNER, tho so-called Arab expert 
of Amt VI who joined tho Gruppo in 1 94-3 after a period of service in 
dealing with Zurabs in tho Einsatakomman&o Tunis. With him was Hastuf 
KOItLHAAS also of tho Einsatakommando Tunis, BEISSNER, acting as Referent 
VI C 13, and IC0HLHAA3 boing stationed in Greeco as tho despatching agency 
from that territory. K0HU1AAS had replaced Has t uf^ AEEENBOECK and 
Ja3t i^EYLITZ...in that capacity. Haschaf LENGLING acted for a short 
e ruTOtT £Ts~ Ref' 3r c nt .

1 3. Turkey 

(a) MOYZISCIl in Zoikara :- 

The first Zunt VI efforts at tho exploitation of the 
Middle East as a field of operations did not tako place until the summer 
of 1940, when M0YZI3CH was sent to Ankara by L/JTGLOTZ, then Referent VI , 

D 4. MOYZISCH took u p his appointment as assistant Commercial Zvttacho in 
tho German Embassy in Juno 1940, being followod shortly afterwards by 
LUPLITZER, v/ho took up a similar appointment in Istanbul. 

MOYZISCIl possessed no special qualifications for the post 
ho had to fill, but in his case certain factors operated in favour of 
Zunt VI resulting in MOYZISCH proving to bo ono of the more successful 
Hnuptbcauf tragtc chosen by JOST. There was no well organised policy 
behind tho appointment of MOYZISCH and there was very little connection 
between the more impressive paper organisation of Zunt VI in 1939~40 and 
tho actual work carried out by it, MOYZISCH however had the misfortune 
■ in German eyes of having Jewish blood in hi3 veins, and in consequence 
welcomed the appointment to neutral territory whore ho would be reasonably 
safe from any action taken against him because of his suspected Jewish 
parentage. His subsequent activity in Ankara was ' dependent on two consid- 
erations - his concern not to indulgo in any activity that would either load 
him to fall foul of the Foreign Office representative or which v/ould promote 
bad relations botweon himself and tho Turkish authorities, eithor of which 
eventualities might lead to a request for his rocall to Germany, together with 
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his equally great concern to give sufficient satisfaction to /ant VI 
in ordor that his recall would not come from that direction. MOYATOOIi' 
therefore pursued a policy of caution, one which suited Amt VI well, 
as the normal Hauptbeauf trngto appointed in. the early days, sharing 
MOYZISCH 1 s lack of training and background, had not tarried in estab- 
lishing bad relations all round, 

•(b) DtJPLIT ZEU ii» In%inbul.-j 

The contrast was well marked in Istanbul whore DUFLITZ3SR 
young, untrained, .and erratic, soon got himself into the bad graces of 
the Gorman Consul, with the result that his recall was frequently urged 
both by the Consul and by MOYZISCH himself, DUPLITZER, however, stayed 
put and was ' the only representative in Istanbul until the arrival of 
V70IF in 1942. 

(c) Inf luonc c of _ GlVdSTE in 1941 . 

The original assignment given tp MOYZISCH had been simply 
to submit regular reports on the- political situation in Turkey, without 
any suggestion of using the country as a base for operations against 
neighbouring territory, _ The value of Turkey as such a base was not lost 
on GlbdlFE when he took over us Grupponloitor in 1941, as was evidenced 
by his instructions to MOYZISCH to extend his functions to cover the 
Near East, Eventually it was decided to allow MOYZISCH to carry on in 
Ankara and to supplement him by the appointment of FAST, whose specific 
assignment was to work independently .of MOYZISCH and working from 
Ankara, to recruit agents- ih*r penetration into the; neighbouring Arabic 
countries. 

(d) The Aj>p ointment; ol* V/P IF in 1942 , 

The. major deVelopimm t o.i' ncke in 1942 wan the appointment of 
Hug ]{at WOIi* 1 a 3 Vidc-Onutml in l.utauhul, a poniti.on ho took up in Juno of 
that yu/u.', WOJF, ouriouuiy enough, wan an Ami.

Turkey 


A notable feature of Amt VI work in Turkey was the relation- 
ship between the Aunt VI representatives and von PAHSN, the Foreign Off ice 
representative. The customary relationship between these' two services in 
other spheres was never cordial and the reasons for the state of affairs in 
Turkey was due not .only to MOYZISCH f s conciliatory and cautious attxtude, but 
to tho fuot that PAPEN himself did not see eye to eye with RIf\HENTROP and 
found MOYZISCH useful at times for circumventing normal channels, Tho exchange 
on information between tho two departments was free, a fact which onluvnced tho 
reputation of MOYZISCH in tho eyes of Aunt VI. PAPEN on occasions passed reports 
through Amt VI rather than through Ids own channels, especially when these 
reports' contained recommends t.i on^ contrary to RIBEENTROP 1 s own policy regarding 
Turkey, : with tho hope that they would reach HIMMLER' tlirough SCHELLENHERG.

(f ) Relat ions with the Turkish Intelligence Serv i ces . 

With the reorganisation of. the G-ruppo in the summer of 1944 and 
the joint appointment of GRiJSFE and SCflELIiENI^G as Gruppcnlcitor and Amts chef 
respectively, .there started a series of attempts to establish collaboration 
between Amt VI and the Turkish Intelligence Services.. At that time and during 
tho courso of the following year, the general war situation was vary much in 
favour of Germany and tho time seemed opportuno to woo the Turkish authorities 
from their official standing with tho Western Allies. Tho hopo of success in 
this venturo lay not only in tho generally favourable situation, but also in 
the fact that Turkey, while ssolcing friendship with the Allies, had also a 
deop-seatod fear of the Soviet Union. 

GR/dP]j himself visited Ankara noon after his appointment to 
urge MOYZISCH to take the first steps,&n& in early 1942 a meeting took place 
between MOYZISCH, PAPEN, ant pjMaSLf’ the head of the- Turkish I.S., a meeting 
which however produced no results. The efforts wore continued during the next 
year and SCHELLENBI1RG himself visited Turkey in July 1943 for n similar 
purpose but again without suocoss. 

The importance attached to this matter by Amt VI was 
ovidoncod by WOIF 1 s appointment to Istanbul in June 1942, one of his 
specific assignments being to establish contact with the Turkish Intelligence 
Sorvico. The official meetings between tho two .services woro, however, 
arranged only through MOYZISCH in Ankara, WO IF confining himself to establish- 
ing contact with a cer ta i^ (p jj RRUIl/ 1 'working for tho •Turkish I.S., a contact 
which in any case did not (natcrialise until early 1944 . 

The efforts of Amt VI in this direction ware a failure in the 
oosential points, as no working arrangement was over agreed to; -the Turkish 
attitudo was of course conditioned by the developments on the fighting fronts, 
her early policy being to maintain a balanco botweon Germs ny and Britain without 
committing herself to either side, but after tho Russian successes from 1943 
onwards, her concern was to act as inturmediai'y between the two powers with a 
view to strengthening her position against Russia. In the circumstances, there- 
fore, it was never Turkey’s policy to compromise her intelligence sorvico with 
Germany, while at the same time making unofficial contacts for immediate benefit 
to herself, • 

(g) Contacts with the T urkis h Inte l ligence Service . 

Thu result <x this manoeuvring on both sides was that fran 
1942 onwards both MOYZISCH and later WOLF load established contacts with 
. tho Turkish I.S. without any definite policy being agreed on. MOYZISCH on 
his side had established relations from an early clato with i3AYR VMOGLU, who 
. was connected with tho Turkish I.S. and though .whom various approaches \/ero 
made by that sorvico on matters involving both Turkish and 1 * Gorman Foreign 
jjolicy in tho Mediterranean, especially .regarding tho status of the Lodooanesa 
Islands under Italian control. It was IUYU.’iMOGLU too who /voted as intermediary 
between P/JPEN and PbiilUiL prior to their meeting in early 194-2, while af ter the 
break in Turkish-German relations :Ln the summer of 1944, ho again approached 
MOYZLjCH with an offer that ho should act an an intermediary between Berlin 
and tho Western Allies with a view to inaugurating peace-talks, s. move which 
would have mil tod Turkey hi foreign policy. This approach wan abortive, 
.Tliroughout thoir association, liov/uver, ir.YlklMOGLU furnished MOYZ.loOll with 
informs, tion on diplomatic matters of inherent to Gemvxny. 

The approach to \/OLI‘’ in February 1944 through IWUUUll hail 
similar motives, and after preliminary <1;L nouns ions, FKHllUJl g; we more definite 
indications of good faith by mipi 'lying. WOLF with information nn the imiu.i.neueo 
of tho Vormuhron volto-l'aoo and subsequent information on the efforts of 
Gormans in Turkey to cook tho -right of Turkish asylum. Again, in May l l )44, 
tho Turkish authorities connived ah, and uvou assisted in tho passage of Coer- 
gian agonta of Abwolir II over tho Tm.*ctH'lusflian border, under tho leadership 
of tho Georgian minority loader, KKDIA, Tho approach took concrete form 
immediately prior to tho formal .severance of relations botwoun Turkey and 
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Germany with -tho nu/y ii.\ tins from M u : Turkish side that l;he (n»nmn 
representative!! should lemai.ii in cmil.act by W/T vv.M.h 1‘VKIuU'J U 1 to v/ licni 
h W/T not v/nn provided Tor Urn purpose, .i.n order ilia I a link, should bo 
maintained beliwuon WOLF and.

( h ) Other (Ion l a u : hs^ J .n Turk <. \y . 

Apart J'wm a few pai.d, agents or minor imp or In no o, the contacts 
for inf urination purposes uatublinhed. by MOY/UGOH wore in Jourmlir.tia circles 
such ac\ tho Trams otionn and DNJ1 services and in businoss circles, moat of whom 
wore Gormans established in Turkey with good. connections. In addition, ho 
collaborated cleanly with AOKI, a Japanese diplomat in tho (country politically 
v/oll ini’ or mod., who also auppliml MO'V/jIMCll 'with Uussisn rujwspapurs for onward 
transmission to Berlin, and vvitl^'WliiT/JJEN}^ 'tho Finnish military attache in 
Ankara, who offered in Auf.ua t 1944- to head information on bolinlf nf’ M0Y2IS0H 
to Berlin an well as to Helsinki in tho ovont of. tho latter being unable to 
maintain contact in view of the impending break in Turoo-Gorman relations. 

This arrangement was loft in tho hands of MOYZTSGH's W/T assistant PATEK 
for tochnical details. 

In Istanbul WOLF established contact with representatives of 
tho Bulgarian Intelligence Sorvico, who supplied information on the general 
political” situation, and with an agent of tho Csoch I.S. which however 
ropresontod an attempt at ponctration by that service. v ,A more notable contact 
in view of subsequent evoriv,;.; was that vi Cd^.ITIAvNO/ *o:T the Roumanian I.S, 

Fran early 1 9 A3 onwards WOLF was iri close touch wll*hHlRLATL*J^O who supplied 
information on tho internal Roumanian political situation. When in^LATIANO was 
relieved of his position as Consul in May 1944, steps wore taken by SGHl r BAOK 
to recruit him as a stay- behind agent in Turkey; this recruitment is dealt 
with under tho 'Mob 1 organ! nation below. 

(i) Tho 'Mo ld Organ isat ion, 

The Mob ' organiiv. tion was the mine given to the stay-lndiind 
network to bo set up by Amt VI in Turkey in accordance v/ith the general 
instructions to nil Amt. VI representatives iri nouti’al and occupied territory 
to prepare I-Notzo. and R-Netzc in tho event of Allied invasion or expulsion 
from neutral territory. Instructions for the preparation of tho network wore 
given to both WO IP and M0YZI3C1I in the course of 194-3, but while the scheme was 
r cigar do d v/ith a certain amount of enthusiasm in Berlin, it received a very luke- 
warm reception from both Amt VI representatives in Turkey. In Istanbul KROEGER, 
the W/T operator at the Consulate-General, was recruited for the purpose, but 
though agreeing to tho assignment, had no intention of carrying it out, WOLF 
for his part pleaded lack of trained personnel, pointing bat tint only 
URLJATLiNO was equipped for such a task. It was for tliis purpose therefore that 
SC1IUBACK visited Turkey to contact UiiLATIANO personally and to make arrangements. 
Tho other links in tho Istanbul sector were provided by VI C. Maritr^ftRAId 
arrived in Turkey in November 194-3 as a link, but left for Germany again in 
Augu3 1 194-4 ’on the instructions of V/OIF himself, as he considered him completely 
blown v/ith tho Turks. At about the same time SCIIUBAOK sent a Swiss, Louis _ 

to not in a similar capacity, but the link did not operate. Finally, 
ah Italian ruimuc^'GENOVl^o I arrived in February 1944 to sot himself up with tho 
help of DUPLITftER . GHNOVEGI , however, destroyed his nut as he eomvidorod the 
mission too dangerous. Th<. main hope in Istanbul v/as URLATLVNO; the link 
operated for a short time only, but his activities v/ero known to the Turkish 
I.u l# an FERR11I1 revealed in making, his nppi.avioh to \/OIF I.n January 194 r> . 

If the success cl’ the Mob organ.i.sa t.ion was Very limited :ln (he 
Istanbul area, the position in Ankara wan still weaker as a result of tho 
attitude of M0YZI3CH, who took r tops . to ensure tlint. tho scheme would not work. 
Two agents wore recruited on instructions from J3erlin, but in ono onso 
M0YZI3CII gave no instructions to tho agent concerned, in tho other. case altered 
tho final instructions frum Berlin regarding the data on which contact was to bo 
established in ord/-;r that tho link would not become off active , 
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In the circumstances therefore it is not surprising tint the 
attempts at a network in Turkey wore a complete failure*. 

( j ) The Brook _ in Turkish Relations with Ge rmany . 

The broakwitb Turkey came in August 1944; as a result 
the Gorman representatives in the country wore interned, including all 
the Amt VI personnel . Operations came to an end, except for the link 
which was preserved tlirpugh the Turkish 1.3. , as explained in paragraph 
(g) above, and for tho offer of V/IITANEN mentioned in paragraph (h), the 
results of which are unknown. 

(k) Tho^hioer o Ma t orio l . . 

The Cicero cane represents the greatest scoop on the part 
of Amt VI in any theatre their operations. From November 1943 until 
March 1944 MOYZIGCJI in Ankara wx n successful in establishing a source of 
information which provided, material of cn.>u;iir.tont^y high importance obtained 
frorn direct access to noerwt documents relating to British interests in the 
Mi'ldlo East. The material thus obi; u.iiotl v/nri panned iim.iedi.-rl.ely book to 
Amt VI, but it .in .a somewhat ironical feature of the (li.ooro mate rial that 
its importance wun such Mint in tho uye.'i of Amt V L :i t w/u i treated with reserve, 

•an it was nunpur.l;. »L of being .in the nature of an Allied plant. l.nte.UJ.. ent 
u;hj of the material might have g.i.v :n the Germans .i uvaluablu :i uf onnation on the 
fjooond Front, In addition to this i dl it-' ry ii if ormat i on, the documents provided 
high grade political inform; .t.i.nn. The source stopped completely in March 1944. 

(l) The h omo Qr/yeili it ion. 

The exact nature of the F.I3JIA and R13M0 oivaiii sat ions is still 
one of the unexplained uniats in the Middle Hist, and it is only possible at 
tho moment to indicate the bn ad liner, of tho available evidence.

Tho loading, personality was a certain Dr.*' REICHERT who was tne 
Noar East representative of the Deutsche Nadir ichtunbuoro in Cairo before the 
outbreak of war. MlEOHdUT was deported as an undesirable alien, and from the 
end of 1940 continued his work in Turkey, where he remained until the beginning 
of 1942. Through his connections with tho DNB, REICHERT was instrumental in 
building, up a well-organised information service /with sources probably in Cairo 
itself. The organisation was not directed cither by Amt VI or by the .Ewolir, but 
tho information obtained by RE I Cl IERT was made' available to these two departments 
according to its nature. In addition REICHERT also supplied information to the 
Embassy, the Propaganda Ministry, and _ tho Foreign Office. His chief assistant 
in this activity to 3 an Italian jour mils t, rvamcu^^J/EDONI.-B^ 

The information supplied by REICHERT f s organisation, which went 
under the. name of^P.'EJlA in the Abwelir anc^iffif/IO in Amt VI, was ef sufficient] y 
high quality to make SC1IEIJJ3NBI2RG . suspicious of its authenticity. It was for 
this reason that Hastuf MOHR was sent to Istanbul in 1942 with tho assignment of 
working with REICHERT in order to establish whether or not the information 
obtained through these sources was genuine. or smolcc. 

The sources of tho PASHA and REMO organisation are still unknown, 
and unf ortunatoly REICHERT himself cannot supply the answer as ho was killed 
in an accident early in 1943. Z/JIBONI returned to Italy in July 1943 when the 
network ceased to operate, ZAMBONI himself was arrested in Rome and sent to 
Borlin for interrogation, as tho Germans thomsolvos were still uncertain as to 
tho reliability of. REICHERT* s organisation. 

ZAMDONI is niTi/ under interrogation at AFHQ, and tho results of his 
interrogation may bo instrumental in clearing up tho outstanding points in the 
REMO organisation. Tho other personality who should be treated as a priority 
target in connection with thin still outstanding problem is llautufJffioilT? himself, 
'who returned to Germany nemo time in 1944, and wan last reported ;th April 194. r > ■t; 
Rout ur in Southern Germany.

(ft) Recruitment of M AYR and GIJviOTHA: - 

The first efforts of Amt VI at exploiting Persia 
as a sphere of operations were indeed hall* -hearted, but made a good 
illustration of the working mothods.af the Amt at that early date. Early 
in 1940 Ramon GAMOTHA and Fran MAYER volunteered for service in the 
Middle East and wore accepted by JOST as prospective Beauf tragto for the 
Amt in Persia, Neither of the now recruits had any background experience 
of the country whatovor, nor was their knowledge of the language on any 
highor level:* their qualifications for intoliigonce work apart f ran 
theso two not 1 neons idorablo factors wore likewise nil, Nor 'could they 
in the position in which they found themselves look to Ant VI for guidance 
and training as the Amt had nothing to offer them. There was no Ref era t 
at that time camx>etont for the country and tho best tint JOST could do for 
them was to attach them for a spell to the thon Gruppo VI H under Staf 
KNOCHEN (later BdS Paris) v'hicli purported to specialise in such subjects 
as Freemasonry, Somitism etc, outside Germany, the connection bo tween 
that Gruppo and Iran not being too cloar. Nevertheless the two agent a 
opont a short ox^oll there virtually wasting time, although the Amt did 
riso on occasion to the provision of a few books on Persia itself, J Of T 
meantime was engaged in his normal difficulties of trying to persuade the 
Foreign Office to grant the necessary visas,

■ Tired of waiting both MAYR and GAMOTHA applied to ho 

ro turned to the Army, a request; which was granted, Eventually however the 
visas, wore ready by August 19/j.O, and after a false start wh.ieh took thorn as 
far as Moscow boforu returning, to Berlin because af further oimplion l;i o)is * 
with tho Foreign Office, the two HumiP tivigtur finally loft for porn la in 
Ontobor, 

(b) Mliui.i.yn u f MAYK n.iul C .VMOTIbl:- 

In reality, their troubles now only began, not 
however by reason of tho complexity of the mission assigned to them, which 
consisted merely of making, themselves acquainted with tho ooiaitry and thoir 
surroundings pending, the receipt of further instructions flam Berlin, They 
wore inevitably fated to cw.io into conflict with the Foreign Office 
representatives. Thoir position on arrival therefore was that they wore 
.both untrained in .intelligence and in W/T, had received no inatx'uctions in 
sabotage methods, had boon unablo to obtain any accurate information on the 
country itself prior to their departure, wore given no connections already 
existing in tho country which they could profitably exploit, had boon given 
no channel of conununi cat ions apart from tho Foreign Office, which facilities 
were promptly- refused them and last but not least, had been given no specific 
instructions on the nature of their mission. It is hardly surprising there- 
fore that tho success or otherwise of their stay in Iran would depend 
entirely on tho intelligence and enthusiasm which they themselves displayed and 
not on* any guidance from Amt VI, 

’ (°) Tho Allied Occupation in August 19VU - . 

T&b ovents turned out their official stay in the 
country v/as destined to bo of short duration. In August 19M, Russian 
and Allied troops occupied the country following on the attempted Arab 
revolt, an ovont which took tho German colony completely by surprise and 
which oauftod both MAYR and GAMOTHA to seek their own way of escape. 

GAMOTHA suocoodod after a hazardous journey in reaching Turkey where ho was 
intornod for a spoil before returning to Germany in 19W while MAYR sought 
refuge among tho tribes v/ith whom he had established contact. The results 
achieved by the two during their stay had of course been negligible, except 
for the contacts which MAYR had made among the tribes, a factor vrhich was to 
prove of importance later, MAYR remained in hiding throughout the winter 
during which time of course he was out of contact with Amt VI who were unaware 
of his whereabouts. 



(•V) noilllU'Ji at Tnliils: - 

During MAYR's stay in Teheran he had contacted Dr, :T'liliT.nE, 
the I Luf't representative at Tabriz* SCHULZE had arrived there in May 
1941 to carry out normal Abwohr functions* In August 1941 SCHULZE 
attempted to escape into Af ghanis tan but war, arrested near the border and 
returned to Tohoran, whore ho was succor, sful in obtaining sanctuary in the 
German Logati on, claim in/' diplomatic cover. While negotiations wore proe- 
coding for his transfer to Allied authorities, SCHULZE succeeded in escaping 
and remained in hiding in the Tohoran area for sane eight months, in company 
with his wife* Tho situation therefore during the winter of 1941-49 vns 
that both Aint VI and the J d>wchr had representatives in hiding, in Persia 
without however either service being aware of their location or being able 
to make contact with them. The subsequent events in Persia depended entirely 
on the personal initiative of these two representatives, 

(e) Developm ent s in F ebr 1 1 a rjr_1 942 : - 

MAYR for h:i.s part remained politically imetivaj dirvlng the 
winter months in tho Teheran* J\;g.i. ,, n and it was riot until early in 1949 that 
he felt safe enough to restart his activities, By this time MAYH had get 
tho 'feel 1 of tho country, and had already conceived himself in the rode of 
a second 'Lawrence i:f Arabia', this time however on behalf of dor many , Ills 
early first stops wore to create and foster an effective 'fifth column* among, 
tho Persian tribes which offered gmxl 3 cope for such work. In February ho 
was successful in re- establishing contact with SCHULZE by means of one of his 
couriers VAZHII while at the same time he visited, the Japanese Legation in 
Teheran to discuss the situation with the Japanese there. Meantime a mooting 
was arranged between MdYR and SCHULZE, when it was mutually arranged that the 
two should agree to a functional division of interest in Persia, MAYR to 
concentrate on the fostering of a fifth column and the organisation of a 
political espionage system, while SCHULZE would deal with military matters. 

In April MAYR again contacted the Japanese Legation now duo for expulsion 
and at this meeting tho Legation bequeathed MAYA with five old V//T sats, 
while -MAYR gave the Japanese' a message to be sent to Berlin via Ankara and 
Tokyo giving an account of the situation and suggesting a code which might 
bo used if MAYR were successful in getting his V//T sets to wOrk , 

Tho follov/ing month SOI FULZE 1 a position in Teheran became too 
difficult owing to tho .arrest >>f 0110 of his couriers. It vns then decided 
that tho division between MAYR and SCHULZE should bo geographical and not funetii 
nal, MAYR to remain In tho North, while SCHULZE would be responsible for all 
activities in tho South, SCHULZE therefore loft for tho Qaohgi territory, 
establishing good relations by promise of delivery of arms and ammunit.i on fi'cm 
Germany, maintaining at the same time contact with MAYA in tho N*>rth by means 
Of tho courier system. SCHULZE al no set about the preparation of n landing, 
ground for the expected expedition from (Germany, At the name I.Iiih; ho had been 
provided with one of MAYR'n V//T sets to attempt, to establish eoutaei. v; i Mi 
Berlin, 

(f) Attempts to cont act Berlin ; - 

Thu major weakness in tho situation was of course that, 
neither MAYR nor SCHULZE had found it possible to oontaot Berlin, and the 
continual rmoousn of their operations depended on help being provided frnu 
the quarter in urdur to keep the tribes in good humour. In Angus 1; MAYR sent 
a courier to contact the Gorman Embassy in Ankara carrying with them a letter 
signed on hohlaf of HClllJLZE wldoh requested thu despatch of a V//T operator 
fra'in Berlin and of course, money. The lot tor also suggested a code which 
should be used in sending any reply. 

It in interesting to note tho method suggested by MAYR 
for receiving messages from Berlin, a method ho had already proposed in 
tho message given to tho Japanese in Tohoran in April. Tho suggestion was 
that tho Gormans should scad their reply quite openly tlirough the 
'Karnarndschnf tdienst 1 broadcasts to Gorman Forces, using, at the same time 





the simple oulu liy MAYK. It was iti fact by this method that 

MAYR lour lied itt the course of august that tho message given to tho 
Japanese in Teheran had reached Berlin via Ankara and ^\ikyo; in October 
a similar message v/ao receiver! tlirough the same channel confirming tho 
arrival of the courier in Ankara and promising that a courier war. on 
tho way to M IYR with a message, a false ray of hope f or MAYR as when 
the courier did in fact arrive with a message in the shape of a small 
pill Y/rapj)cd in paper, it was boy or id oven tho ingohuity and resource 
at' MAYR to din cover what message the pill or paper contained. Nothing, 
daunted, MAYR sent a further courier in January 19A3 to Aiikaru, this, 
time with much more definite and business-like proposals, givi up, three 
alternative landing- -'round;:. fox v x^rojocted parachute operations uiul a 
code whereby the type of mission and tho land! up, ground to be used, ‘would 
bo indicatod. In February a reply was received that operations wore in 
course of preparation, 

(g) Events in Berlin:- 

if tor the occupation of 1-Vrnia in August lOVl both 
the Abwcihr .and Amt VI were completely unaware of tho fate of thc:i r 
representatives in tho country, and were ns a result quite ignorant- of 
tho activities of MAYU and . L( Jilt JLAG during tho winter of Until 

MAYR ! s message was received from Tokio therefore, both servicer, had been 
pursuing independent lines for further ope rat ions in the country, tho 
Abwohr on their side making some effort to use tho Persian colony in 
Germany for tho purpose, while Amt VI had taken no more vigorous action 
than tho sonding of FAST to 'Hiknra with instructions to oxploit tho 
Middle East territory. No specific plans were therefore in course of 
preparation, though it is to bo remembered that in the course of 19A2 tho 
Goman armies were nlroa-iy penetrating deep into Russian territory, and 
VI 0 presumably did not attach too * great importance to Persia in the 
expectation that they would enter tho country by military operations. 

Tho expected and much- heralded success in tho East would mice everythin.; 
else quite simple, 

Tho arrival if the first musfi.ugo from Tokio preceded l\v 
a fo m weeks only what was to prove the turning* point in the wavs in 
September 'both Stalingrad and Cairo seemed about to fall, by October the

The eollab' «rn i, i..>n between MAYR and SOHULEL) presented 
problems to j\>rlin, an both the .Awiihv and. VI claimed tlut cv 
pit dtutiori of the situa tii-n w.*s their aiTalr, Finally it was agreed 
that any miss Lens sent in r. ply to the appeals, ef MAYR and. bFIIUbAK should 
be under Joint centra *1, a factor which in .fact was greatly to weaken tho 
. off ectivununn of the opera. I, i.ens . tn addition neither service was inclined 
to bo guided by the rocommondat i.»»n of MAYR, whoso specific request was For 
.a V//T operator, money -and arms, To the ED In woven, Persia represented a 
supply lino to Russia, and their main interest was to sabotage that supply 
lino,. Tho oxpodition thorefero which was sent to Persia in tho oourso of tho 
following year failed to exploit tho situation to tho best advantage and a 
potentially clangorous situation f or tho Allies did not fully materialise. 

The expeditions were ill-conceived and rendered ineffective tho good work 
of both iliYR. and SCHULZE during tho long period in which they had op; orated 
dlono,:

In addition a courier system was maintained. It is to be noted that early 
in August tho Dora ftroup received further arms anil ammunition from Germany 
by parachute. 

( t 1 ) ’ The Anton Expedition; - 

Meanwhile SCHULZE in the South wna finding it increasingly 
difficult to maintain y.ood relations with the Qnshftai tribes as his 
•repeated promises rtf* help from Germany wore not imatorialisiiv;. When 
SCHULZE therefore' learned by courier of the safe arrival of tho Frans 
expedition for his territory in the South, a request which HAIR duly passed 
an 1 to which there came tho ominous roply that plans wore ulrov.-y underway 
v/ithout however any indie \t ion of the nature oi the expedition or its 
personnel. MAYR'n fears that a pa in tho expedition would be wrongly planned 
and conceived vero only too well founded: MAYIHs conception was still that 

the situation in Persia lent itself to political exploitation while Purlin 
thought only in terms of sabotage. On duly l6th the -Mit on expedition landed 
in tho South cnnsistiiv, if four neents under the leadership of Ustuf KUiulTd 
wi tli Kurt PIY/ONJvA Kurt HJNVdRe as XI / T operators a.jul a Persian interpreter, 
FARZAD.

It is a curious and significant feature of events in Persia at 
this time that whore MAYR and 30TIUL2E .had mot with no little success in 
'establishing: y/ood relations' with the tribes and fomenting a potentially 
linger bus 5 th Column within the country during tho period in which they 
acted singly without help from Berlin, the situation generally deteriorated 
when they succOodod in' their primary obj cot of establishing contact with 
Derlin, Tho main reason of course lay in tho fact, that tho policy adopted 
by Berlin' did not a/'roo with that which had boon in • operation for over a 
year in Persia. 

Iu tho. space of five months throe expeditions had boon 
successfully carried out - tho Frans expedition 'in the North, the ivinroivo- 
munt operation for the Dora Group, and the Anton expedition in the booth, thourh 
the Bertha operation which was planned to roiiiforoo Frans did not materialise. 
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In spite of those operations however tho situation vma not improved: apart 
from tho lack of cohesion in policy bo two on Berlin and Persia itself, there war. 
tho additional factor that with the war situation now going against Germany, 
tho tribes themselves -wore loss disposed to co* opera to, especially in the 
South whore SCHULZE had boon living on unfulfilled promises* Indeed SCHULZE ' s 
and KUHMIS's group remained virtual prisoners throughout the winter of 1 943 
and were unsuccessful in making any Y//T convict with Berlin. Meanwhile 
the Qashgai brothers themselves wore under arrest in Cairo and negotiations 
were opened up for an exchange «>f personnel. Finally in March 19 44 SCIIULZE 
and throe others wore handed uvor to tho British authorities, KURMIG however 
avoiding capture by con witting nuioido. 

The situation :i.n tho North had cornu to a head oven more 
rapidly. In Augunt 1%-;) a Persian array officer wan arrested and nxbnittod 
ha via;/ boon in contact with M.VYU. Through this lead !\OOU;>TROH war. 
arrested with his \}f T set on tho 14th, MAYK himself the following day. 
and 1I0LZ.UVKL on the loLh, The arrest of GULLLE, the other member, was 
not Inn p; delayed. Tho Dora Group was liquidated noon icf torwnrdu# Thus 
by October 1943 tho MAYJi/lHJlIULZH ontui'priso had been virtually ondud.

I . yCOO under VI V/0 to penetrate the Middle 
East, tho mission riven tp^jAipndop union and his cu'iiipanioi^LAVlOlNTIAFF.S 
being one nf sabotage and mural snbvovnion, The mission wan a failure 
although LYVlffiHTLYDBo was eventually released after interrogation and 
made diis way to Cairo. The operation was an unimportant one, except 
that it was tho first si an of any iunt VI activity in tho Middle-East 
thoatro. 

(c) The Swc dk t vie : Miss ion: - 

X SV/ll'iKOWIOZ was a Pole employed from 1940 in tho organisation 
TODT until his recrui tmout in December 1942 by tho GD-Absahnitt Klagojif urt. 
That Stollo then handed BOTDKOWICZ over to .jut VI, whore VI F/0 • recruited 
him for a sabotago and subversive mission, Tho Untcsrnotonon Otto had only 
recently bean created under the order of UMILEU (sec Liquidation Report on 
Gruppo Vl ?) and the' Nahoros-Outon Abtoiluug came under tho control of nnstuf 
MANDL, later of Gruppo VI E, U\7KDK0\MCZ was trained in sabotage, handling, 
of woapons, and cypher, but not in V//T as his channel of communication was 
to be by letter to a cover-address in Praguo, Id ter about five months 
intermittent training SV/EDKOhTCZ was finally despatched early in July via 
Austria, Jugoslavia and Groooc to proceed through Turkey to either Palestine 
or Syria with instructions to join the Polish Forces or obtain employment 
in semo capacity with tho Polos, posing as a rofugoo. Onco established he 
was to communicate tlxrough his cover-address giving details of his location, 
v/hon stops would bo takon to contact him through, an other agent. SY/EDKOY/ICZ 
orossod tho Turkish frontier un July 20th and gave himsolf up to tho Turkish 
police, but was soon broken under interrogation. 

(d) Tho Mora M i ssion : - 

Tho Mcrss mission remains still uncertain as to its exact 
purpose: Krimi lob crass in tank^tlZRZ had l)eon a member of tho Kripo ni.ut.ai 
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1935, who in tho course of 1 9 A3 had been active on behalf of Grille 
VI D of. Yjnt IV in Poland combatting, polish resistance movements. In 
tho courso of thin work MERZ became acquainted \/ith tlio loader of a 
Polish movement who openly suggested a rapprochement between the 
movement and the Gormans, also suggesting tint contact should be nvulo 
with tho Polish 1’oroeo in the Middlo-Kaat with a view to presenting a 
united Front against tho Runs: in ns. The uugg-. .s Id on did not meet w.i.fh 
official approval but later when MKli/ had been traiuifori-od to the iVj.po 
Hamburg ho wan summoned to dint VI through the i*oc.irunoiulat.i. on t rt * jiYL.LT// 

~-j> of VI C whose acquain haucu/lu; had mdo a. few months before at a Kor.uiLtssur 1 s 
course and who was aware of Iris Middlo-Jias t plan. It was now suggested 
that tho plan bo put into operation under Yu at VI control. The subsequent 
events landing up to tho actual mission are complicated in the extreme 
and irrelevant to the purpose of this publication: in October 1943 

MIIRZ was sent on a mission similar to that given to SY/EDKOV/ICZ, that 
is to establish contacts in tho Middlo-East v/ith Polish circles, . and 
once these contacts had been established, Amt VI- could exploit them 
to its own advantage. It v/;.u; intended in due course to organise a 
sabotage network working against the supply lines through Irak .and Iran. 

Tho sabotago side of this mission came under LL/NDL of VI P/0, while 
tho ospionaao aspect v/as dealt with by VI C 13. MERZ was broken, and then 
not complotoly., only after long and detailed interrogation. His mission 
of courso was. a failure.

and was responsible for the recruitment of several agents despatched to 
the Middle East from Italy, On the collapse of Italy ho was contacted 
by the Germans and questioned about the agents for whom he had boon 
responsible, Quito contrary to fact RIZOS succeeded in persuading 
TiVPPENBOECK of VI 0 13 that a network still existed and suggested tint 
ho bo sent to revive it in the interests of Amt VI, In July 1944 
KOHLHAAS became case officer for tho enterprise and RIZOS was sent to 
Berlin for final training. Ho was sent on his mission on February 1945 
and was arrested in Turkey on arrival and handed over to tho British 
authorities, noteworthy feature of tho mission was tho large sum of 

£50,000 carried by RIZOS* 

(i) Tho Atlas Exped ition * - A 

Tlio Atlas expedition to Palestine in October 1944 was 
the only effort on the part of Gruppu VI G to exploit the Muf ti- 'group, 
which for nearly two years had boon a source of cons iderablo ^expense to 
tho Amt, During the course of 1.943, tho Mufti group of agqWts had been 
under training in sabotage and Y//T but no clear picture fpr their use 
seems over to have bean established by VI C, In point of fact tho 
Atlas expedition wan- conceived in its initial stages by' Dr,)(LPRCH of 
Gruppu VI G (Porsciamgntello Orient) who submitted to GlLOTlTl'ate in 
1943 a detailed plan which ho entitled tho 'Operation Elias* sotting 
out a comprehensive course of notion to bo adopted. by* Amt VI to exploit 
tho Afab situation, LOJiCJMs nephew ((^lt)Y\7IIiJIAND f manor ly of tho 
lohrrogimont Brandenburg offered his services for a mission on .Palestine 
both to Ahwohr I and II. hoforo being accept eel by Ant VI, V/iOSLAND- now 
took over tho Elias expedition, ia; naming it Atlas, at tho same time 
making use of thottc hr regiment Brandenburg to suitable material for 
personnel, From tuia source ho finally recruited Lt, FRANK and Obor- 
foldwobel DEININGBR, Liaison was established with tho Mufti group from 
which two further agents were recruited AbdulVkilTJF and Hassan^SAHU.Li, 
Preparations for the expedition occupied the greater part of' 1944, 
involving much discussion with tho Mufti regarding tho control of the 
mission, it being finally decided that tho technical preparations should 
be in the hands of WIELAND and Gruppo VI 0, but that on landing tho 
Gorman part of the group should merely act R3 a link between tho Arab 
part and tho Mufti, The mission given to the expedition was likewise in two 
parts, tho Arabs to organise gucrrila bands to work against Jews and 
Jewish interests in Palestine and control them, the Gorman party to 
provido tho W/T communication and not as technical advisors in the 
training of tho Guerilla bands. It was agreod that tho Gorman party 
would not under take any independent action. 

The expedition finally started in October 1944 after some 
delay, Y/TELAWP, FRANK and .HVTTIF being arrested eleven days after landing, 

(j) Tho, Iraqui Expedition: - 

The Iraqui parachute expedition which landed in Iraq in 
November 1944 consisted of four agents of the Mufti group who had 
under gono sabotage and W/T training at tho Hague and Lehnitz, Tho 
training and planning of tho operations 'v/erc much more under the control 
of the Mufti than in the ease of 'Atlas’ and it is noteworthy that no 
Germans were included in tho party, Tho mission given to tho group was 
that of . organising armed bands to fight tho Jews both in Palestine and 
Iraq so that in substance tho mission had an aim similar to tho Atlas 
expedition. Of the party, two were arrested almoq.t immediately, the 
other two, . including the leader of thq party Abuj^ALIH managing to oscapo. 

It is not known what success nr otherwise was obtained by the two agents 
remaining at liberty.
